Coshocion Paid its Tribute to the 


Memory of McKiniey. 


A 
BIG MEETING 
WAS 
HELD 


While Faieral Services Were im Progress 


Thursday, aad Wednesday £ieai>£ 


the Pecple Assembled. 


Business came to a standstill in L'o- 
snocton Thursday at noun and at 2 
o'clock the people gathered in Court- 
house park to bold memorial services 
in honor of the dead President. 
The 


south front of the courthouse was 
oeautifully draped with black and 
bunting and in the center, over the 
entrance, was a large picture of Presi- 
dent McKiniey trimmed with crepe. 
The crowd was large and was reveren- 
tially quiet throughout the services. 


A. S- Caton was chairman of the 


the meeting and the services began, 
after the lolling of the Dell at city 
ball, by a song from the school chil- 
dren, lead by Professor Hosmer. Thev 
samr "My Country 'Twof Thee." This 
was followed by 
brief remarks and 


the invocation by Rev. Father Synon. 
Father Synon spoke in the highest 
terms of the martyred President, and 
said the American people were as- 
tounded that one could be found so 
devilish as to commit an act so iiendish. 
For the invocation.and by request.the 
prarer of Archbishop Carroll, which 
is used by the Catholic church at 
Thanksgiving, 
ar.d also when the 


President or a governor is inaugurat- 
ed,was given. 


After the invocation the school 


children sang, "Nearer My God to 
Thee," and Captain J. M. Compton 
was introduced. He said in part: 


"The people of Coshocton. mindful 


of the sad bereavement which has 
come to them, have met for the third 
time to hold memorial services in 
honor of the martyred President- 
Services were held in Grace church 
Sunday evening, and in the Presby- 
terian Wednesday. Today we have met 
in accordance with the proclamation 
Of the President of the United States 
and also of the governor of Ohio. Peo- 
ple 21! over this land are met as we 
have met todo honor to William Mc- 
Kiniey, and, something more, the 
great railroad magnates have sent out- 
orders that every train must stop 
wherever it is and stand for ten min- 
utes, beginning at 2 o'clock. This is a 
sad occasion. It seems that the peo- 
ple of this country have been unfortu- 
nate. We older citizens remember 
when President Lincoln was shot. 
April 14. 1SG5, after he had been 
through the great Civil war and had 
been reelected. showing that bis Con- 
duct through that war had met with 
the approval of all men. 
Sixteen 


years later Gartield was shot at the 
station in Washington while in com- 
pany with James G. Blaine. 
The 


world sympathized with us and the 
loss seemed great. But now we have 
President McKiuiey. whom everybody 
loved, assassinated 
in 
the 
midst 


of 
the great 
Pan-American ex- 
position when he was meeting with 
the people as was his like to do. 
Death, it seems.likes a shining mark 


and it seems that this devilish spiii:, 
Oorn in hell, seeks out such as these- 
The whole nation, the whole world' 
mourns with us- You will pardon me 
for mentioning the parallel in Presi- 
dent McKiniey"s and my life. He was 
six days the older. He" enlisted and 
went with the eastern army when 19 
and I enlisted with the western army 
at the same age. 
He taught school 


before the war and M> did I. We each 
taught- two terms of scnool after the 
war and then began the study of law. 
And here the parallel ceases. 
He be- 


came a great man and I am only an 
tumble citizen herewith you today lo 
do honor t« his memory." It seems 
there is a devilish spirit in men to 
make them want to strike down such 
men. If there ever was a Christ-like 
•pint manifested in man it was mani- 
'ested by William McKiniey in his 
jotne life and in his dying hours." 


After a song by a male quartet com- 


posed of C. H. Glover, Ed Dawson. 
Rev. H. O. Lucas, of Roscoe. and Rev. 
J. C. Glover, of Shortsville. N. Y.,. S. 
[J. Nicholas was introduced. He said 
n part: 
"Scarcely two weeks ago there was 
a pistol shot that gave us another 
martyred president. Its sound was 
drowned by the wailing and sorrow of 
the one great American heart. It 
matters not what political differences 
there were between u» and he who oc- 
cupied the President's chair we all 
'elt the assassin's bullet was aimed 
not at a mere citizen of this great 
nation: we felt that it was aimed at 
our gigantic institutions. It would 
jerhap*. have made no difference who 
occupied President McKiniey "s place, 
the assassin would have pressed past 
to strike at the head of our govern- 
ment. If it bad been another the as- 
sassin would have pressed past Mc- 
tv-inley to strike at him. 
"Today a tender feeling creeps over 


us. There is no more beautiful pic- 
ture in all history or in all American 
character than the one which records 
the tender care which Mr. McKiniey 
xx>k of his helpmeet. The American 
heart is beating in sympathy and in 
unison with hers.

There is no citi- 
zenship in the world that is not repre- 
sented in this nation but, when the 
shot was fired that resulted in Mr.Mc- 
fvinley's death there was none whose 
heart and hand did not go out in sym- 
pathy. No man can strike at "the 
head of this government but his igno- 
rance lies as the basis of his act. The

His life 
has touched the boundaries of the 
civilized world and made it a better 
world because of a common sympathy 
and love. It is nothing less.I beiieve. 
than that ti>eX!hifc>t life had touched 
lislife. mouldingand enlarging it so 
it became possible to touch all lives 
and all hearts. 


But. says one. 'Why are we thus- 


called upon to part with so great, so 
useful a man as President McKiniey?' 
[ frankly answer I do not know. " I 
do not pretend to understand the se- 
cret councils of the Almighty. His 
ways are not our ways, his thoughts.

is pruning us that we may bear better 
fruit. He is bindine us together in a 
common love and sympathy.

Coshoctoa Semi Over Five Hudred Persoas 


Thursday aid Maiy Were 


Already Tkere. 


About 500 Coshocion people saw the 


body of the late President William 
McKiuiey borne through the streets 
of Canton to their la.it resting place it 
Woodlawn cemetery. 
They were a 


partot a great silent throng that 
gathered 
about the 
residence on 


North Market, surrounded the First 
-M. E. church and lined Tuscarawas to 
the home of the dead. 


Agent iMries, as announced in THE 


AGE, had arranged lor a special tram 
to carry Cosbocioii people, and when 
it reached hill station more than 400 
tickets had been sold. Others had 
gone to Cauion the day before and 
others went b> the regular train. A 
number of ladies accompanied the 
party. The train went through from 
Cusbocton without stop, and reacbec 
oanuia at 10 o'clock- It was held in 
the yards, and many persons left it 
there and walked to the business sec- 
ion. 
They quickly scattered 
over the 


city, but a number went to the square 
as the point from which all journeys 
were u> be made. 
The drapings of 


business buildings and private resi- 
dences were elaborate, and the tramp 
of 
marching troops was heard on 


every hand. A tnajirand his batta 
Ion held the approacnes to the court- 
house, and tbe'people passed tnrouarh 
the black hallway to where the bodv 
of the President "had laid the dav be" 
ore. No casket was there, but "three 
chairs covered with somber bang- 
hgs typified the loss of Lincoln, Gar- 
tield and McKiniey. 


North Market street was well guard- 


ed, and the roadway was kept free 
from vehicles and pedestrians. 
The 
clatter of hoofs marked the passing of 
aids, anu soldiers were 
constantly 
moving. Opposite the home of the 
President the lawns 
were crowded 


with 
interested 
spectators 
who 


vatched the notables "come and go. A 
simple wreath of laurel with purple 
ribbon hung on the door, and a sailor 


marine, 
an 
infantry soldier 


and 
a 
cavairyaian 
"of 
the 


egular serv:ce stood at the top of the 
teps. The crowd passed down a side 
i-ieei the length of the McKiniey 
>ri psrty, and crossing returned to 
" >rih Market. It continued its waj 
the old Aultman mansion, now the 
iiarter home .where President Koose- 
•elt was-quartered. It was strongly 
guarded- and no one attempted lo 
:ain entrance. 
The 
people here 


:rossed "North Market and returned 
o the sqifare. It was a quiet, order- 
y assernolage, and the military kept 
he crowd constantly moving. 
The crowd was enormous, and some 
fit remained for hours in the vicin- 
ty of the McKiniey home and were 
ewarded by seeing many distinguibh- 
d persons. 
They saw the casket 


jrought out in the early afternoon, 
nd the cortege formed to take it to 
he First M. E. church- 
Admission 


by ticket, and the spacious build- 


ng was ailed. When the services had 
nded the President's salute was fired 
nd the funeral procession began its 
inarch to the cemetery. 


The streets from the church to the 
emetery 
was 
lined with troops. 


~very 15 feet stood a soldier at an or- 
er. The people made no attempt to 
ass the lines. 
They occupied the 
rass plot between curb and sidewaik, 
nd tilled the gentiy sloping lawns on 
ach side of the street. Stands had 
jeen erected at a number of points, 
nd roofs and every available window 
ere occupied. 
It was later than the appointed 
ime when the mournful notes of a 
irge sounded thrcugh the chilly air. 
nd the procession led by a detail of 
Janton police moved slowly toward 
he cemetery. 
The funeral car. a 


magnificently carved 
vehicle, 
was 


rawn by four b!ack horse-. Al the 
ridle of each walked a sergeant of 
ni'antry.The heavy black curtains hid 
he casket from view,but through the 
arrow opening the soft folds of the 
slken flag could be plainly seen. OThe 
uard of honor, made up of generals-of 
he army and admirals of "the navy, 
•ere in strange contrast with tae 
omber procession. 
President Roosevelt rode in a closed 


.arriage. but the windows were down 
ad he was in plain view. 
His head 


vas bowed, aod his face wore an ex- 
ression of sorrow. The relatives and 
ear friends of the iate President fol- 
jwed in carriages. The First Troop. 
f Cleveland, presented a handsome 
ppearacce with their blacs horses 
nd showy uniforms, and the famous 
leveland .Grays attracted univers il 
ttention. The Ohio Guard never 
marched better nor appeared to better 
advantage, and the civic display was i 
pretty. 


General Dick, a little older in ap- j 


pearance, rode at the right of bis staff 
and seemed stricken wnh grief. Gov- 
ernor Nash occupied an open carriage, 
and was accompanied by his^aff. The 
ifnvernors of other states stretched 
out in lor.s procession. 


Senator Hunna plainly showed the 


grief he feeis. and many persons did 
net recognize him. so often was bis 
head bowed in sorrow. 


It was a strange scene, that silent 


marching throne. No cheer, no laugh- 
ter, no bowing al the plaudits of the 
people, for the people were still. That 
mighty throng thought only of the 
the cold form in the casket. 


The flowers, beautiful and costly in 


their color and wealth of love, had 
been taken to the cemetery and placed 
on the hillside near the«rault. Many 
Coshocton people saw them at a dis- 
tance. 


When evening came and the march- 


ing thousands were dismissed 
the! 


same sorrow was there, and could cot | 
be dispelled by the brave blare of{ 
bugles acd 
the music of 
bands,* 


With 
sharp. short 
commands, 


that echoed through the streets the 
»o!dierswere marched to their camp, 
and the people crowded the passenger ,- 
siationsseeking trains to take them 
home. 


The Co.->hocton special was original- 


ly listed to lea\ eat 7 o'clock, but it 
was later announced for y^Sj and did 
not get away until 11:10, reaching 
hereat2o'cljc-k. 


The pr«-ss arrangements were per- 


fect, and the large number of news- 
paper men were well cared for. There 
were co mistakes, and ii there chanc- 
ea to be they made no change in the 
result. 
The crowds were so well 


handled that disorder was out of the 
question. In paying its last trib- 
ute to its hero canton did better than 
it had ever duue during its life.

CABINET MEETING. 


President Roosevelt Met His Achisers In 


Washington.

IN PUBLIC SERVICES 


Coshocton Paid Its Tribute to the 


Memory of McKinley. 


A BIG MEETING WAS 
HELD 


While FMcral Services Were a Progress 


Tk>rsdav, awl Wednesday Etewbf 


the Pe«ple Assembled. 


Business came to a standstill in Co- 
shocton Thursday at noon and at ± 
o'clock the people gathered in i-'ourt- 
bouse park to bold memorial services 
in honor of the dead President. 
The 
south front of the courthouse was 
oeautifully draped with black and 
bunting and in the center, over the 
entrance, was a large picture of Presi- 
dent McKinley trimmed with crepe. 
The cniwd was large aud was reveren- 
tially quiet throughout the services. 
A. S- Caton was chairman of the 
the meeting and the services began, 
after the tolling t,f the oeil at city 
hall, by a sung from the school chil- 
dren, lead by Professor tlosmer. They 
saair '"My Country 'Tisof Thee."' This 
was followed by brief recnartcs and 
the invocation by Rev. Father Synon. 
Fattier Synon spoke in the highest 
terms of the martyred President, and 
said the American people were as- 
tounded that one cou!d be found so 
devilish as to commit an act so fiendish. 
For the invocation.and by request.the 
prarer of Archbishop Carroll, which 
is used by the Catholic church at 
Thaukssrfving. 
a&d also when the 
President or a governor is inaugurat- 
ed,was given. 
After the invocation the school 
children sang, "Nearer My God to 
Thee," and Captain J. M. Compton 
was introduced. He said in part: 
"The people of Coshocton. mindful 
of the sad bereavement which has 
come to them, have met for the third 
time to hold memorial services in 
honor of the martyred President. 
Services were held in Grace church 
Sunday evening, and in the Presby- 
terian Wednesday. Todaywe have met 
in accordance with the proclamation 
of the President of the United States 
and aiso of the governor or Ohio. Peo- 
ple ail over this land are met- as we 
have met todo honor to "William Mc- 
Kinley, and, something more, the 
great railroad magnates have sent out- 
orders that every train must stop 
wherever it is and stand for ten min- 
utes, beginning at 2 o'clock. This is a 
sad occasion. It seems that the peo- 
ple of this country have been unfortu- 
nate. We older citizens remember 
when President Lincoln was shot, 
April 14. 13(55, after he had been 
through the great Civil war and had 
been reelected. showing that his Con- 
duct through that war had met with 
the approval of all men. 
Sixteen 
years later Gartield was shot at the 
station in Washington while in com- 
pany with James G. Elaine. 
The 
world sympathized with us and the 
loss seemed great. But now we have 
President McKinley, whom everybody 
ioved, assassinated 
in 
the 'midst 


of 
the great 
Pan-American ex- 
position when he was meeting with 
the people as was his like to do. 
"Death, it seeras.likesashining mark 
and it seems that this devilish spirit, 
born in hell, seeks out such as these-. 
The whole nation, the whole world' 
mourns witt us. You will pardon me 
for mentioning the parallel in Presi- 
dent McKinley's and my life. He was 
six days the older. He" enlisted and 
went with the eastern army when 19 
and I enlisted with the western army 
at the same age. 
He taught school 
before the war and so did I. We each 
taught two terms of scnool after the 
war and then began the study of law. 
And here the parallel ceases. 
He be- 
came a great man and I am only an 
bumble citizen here with you today to 
do honor to his memory." It, seems 
there is a devilish spirit in men to 
make them want to strike down such 
men. 
If there ever was a Christ-like 
spirit manifested in man it was mani- 
fested by William McKinley in his 
home life and in his dying hours." 
Aft«r a song by a male quartet com- 
posed ofC. H. Glover, Ed Dawson. 
Rev. H. O. Lucas, of Roscoe, and Rev. 
J. C. Glover, of ShortsviHe, X. Y.,_ S. 
H. 2»' icholas was introduced. He said 
in part: 
"Scarcely two weeks ago there was 
a pistol shot that gave us another 
martyred president. Its sound was 
drowned by the wailing and sorrow-of 
the one great American heart. It 
matters not what political differences 
there were between us and he who oc- 
cupied the President's chair we all 
felt the assassin's bullet was aimed 
not at a mere citizen of this great 
nation: we felt that it was aimed at 
our gigantic institutions. It would 
perhaps, have made no difference who 
occupied President McKinley~s place, 
the assassin would have pressed past 
to strike at the head of our govern- 
ment. If it had been another the as- 
sassin would have pressed past Mc- 
Kioley to strike at him. 
"Today a tender feeling creeps over 
us. There is no more beautiful pic- 
ture in all history or in all American 
character than the one which records 
the tender care which Mr. McKinley 
took of his helpmeet- The American 
heart is beating in sympathy and in 
unison with hers. I believe we follow 
the purposes of God when we direct 
our attention to the building of pri- 
vate personal character. Many of us 
diffeied from President McKinley in 
political belief but none differ from 
him in the belief of the building of 
personal character. There is no citi- 
zenship in the world that is not repre- 
sented in this nation but, when the 
shot was fired that resulted in Mr.Mc- 
Kinley's death there was none whose 
heart and hand did not go out in sym- 
pathy. No man can strike at tbe 
head of this government but his igno- 
rance lies as the basis of bis act. Tbe 
lessons we are now learning will al-

'ort his loved companion: 'It's God's 
way, His will be done.' God permit- 
:«d the deed, and while we cannot un- 
derstand all the mysterious workings 
of Providence we may gather some 
essons which sugtrest themselves.

An impressive fact is that Mr. Me- 
Kitilev U perhaps the last man who 
served in the greatCivil war that will 
rule over us. Under the guiding band 
of Mr. McKiuley every sectiun of this 
land is cemented together as one- To- 
day we see men of all political and of 
all' religious beliefs bowing in one 
comipon grief at bis death. 
"The hymn composed by John Henry 
Newman 'Lead Kindly Light' was 
the favorite hymn of our martyred 
President. Protestant, Catholic and 
Jew alike recognize tbe sentiment of 
that hymn, and in so doing recognize 
that an omnipotent God reigns over 
all. The death which Mr. McKinley 
died, the final utterances he made 
show that it pays to live a devoted 
Christian life.

If I were to utter a public 
prayer it would be a prayer that this 
American nation may never bow down 
to any other power than that of 
God."

AGE, b<ia arranged; or a special train 
lo carry Cosbociou people, and when 
u reached hill station more than 400 
tickets had been sold. Others had 
goue to Cauion the day before and 
others went by the regular train. A 
number of ladies accompanied the 
party. The train went through from 
Cosbocion without stop, and reached 
t 10 o'clock- It was held in 
the yards, and many persons left it 
there and walked to the business sec- 
tion. 


They quickly scattered

The drapings of

Romantic devotion to Joseph Smith 


mnd the doctrines he taught marked 
the career of this Mrs. Young. She 
•was born in \V~ateriown, N. Y., in 1S21, 
and it was there at the age of 15 that 
she became a convert of one of the 
Itinerant elders whom Joseph Smith 
sent out from his headquarters at Kirt- 
land, O. 
She was "seized with the spirit of 


gathering" and went to Kirtland. Her 
devotion to her religion was so great 
that she was intrusted with a part in 
the mysteries of the temple. While 
there she told of a vision in which she 
had seen an angel and been invested 
•with the "gift _of tongues and interpre- 
tation," the power to speak in language 
used only by the chosen ones of God 
and to understand this strange speech. 


She married one of Smith's converts, 


and two children were born to them. 
She deserted them at Xauvoo. Ills., 
when Joseph Smith had a "revelation" 
that she had been set aside for him as 
wife for "time and eternity." She was 
sealed to the prophet as a plural wife j 
and was his favorite until he was killed ' 
by a mob in Illinois. As she had borne 
no children to Joseph Smith and as 
Mormon theology would give her an 
unwelcome place in the world here- 
after unless one at least were born. 
Brigham Young, who then had several 
wives, had a "revelation" that she 
should be sealed to him for "time," her 
children to be the children of Joseph 
in the world to come. 


She followed Brigham Young in tbe 


eventful journey from Illinois to the 
Salt lake valley in the late forties. She 
trudged behind wagons, slept In tents, 
cooked for the travelers and bore many 
hardships, entering the "New Zion"' 
•with the first settlers. In the days of 
hardships attendant upon the settle- 
ment there she organized the first of 
the relief societies of the church. It 
was largely through her influence that 
the relief societies were extended to 
every small settlement of the Mormon 
people. She was the president of the 
great organization until her death. 


Mrs. Young had several children aft 


er this third marriage. After the death 
of Brigham Young she lived In Salt 
Lake City. She was always an earnest 
advocate of polygamy, sometimes open- 
ly advising Mormon women that their 
only hope of tbe highest salvation lay 
In "celestial marriage."

Canton. O., Sept. 19.—The streets 01 


Camon were ailed early with waving 
plumes, prancing horses and densely 
packed bodies of moving men assem- 
bling for the procession which escort- 
ed the remains of the late president 
fjonT the church to WesUawn ceoi<r- 
tery ia the aiternoon. All night civic, 
military, fraternal, social and com- 
mercial orsajiuumons from the four 
quarters of the compass had been 
touring in., and into the seething as^s 
of humanity already heie the m** • 
morning trains deposited other thou- 
sands. So fast the trains arrived, 
that there appeared to be one con 
tinuous string of cars unloading their 
human freight through the stations 
Into the congested streets beyond. 


The two sections of the train bear- 


ing members of the senate and house 
of representatives and other govern- 
ment officials from Washington arriv 
ed during the morning. 


Thirty special trains in addition to 


regular trains had arrived before 
noon. The biggest crowd In the his- 
tory of Canton during the campaign of 
1S96. estimated at over 50,000. was far 
exceeded. The people overflowed the 
sidewalks and literally packed 
the 


streets from side to side. The great- 
est crush, of course, was In East Tus- 
carawas, the principal thoroughfare, 
and North Market street, on which 
are located the McKinley cottage and 
the Harter residence, at which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was stopping. The 
awe-stricken crowds upon their arriv- 
al moved as if by a common impulse 
toward the McKinley cottage, where 
the remains were lying. 


Sc»ne* at the Cottage. 


Military guards stationed at the 


four corners of the lawn, paced their 
beats, there was no other sign of life 
about the house of death. The win 
dow shades were down. A long bor- 
der of black which had been put in 
place after the body was moved to 
the house "Wednesday night fringed 
the roof of the porch from which Pres- 
ident McKinley had spoken to delega- 
tions from every state in the union, 
and where he had met and talked with 
all the chieftains of his party. No 
badge of conventional mourning was 
on the door. Instead, there was a sim- 
ple wreath of palmt bisected in a 
>eautifui band of wide, purple satin 
ribbon. Sorrowfully the throngs turn- 
ed away, the people to take up their 
positions at the church, the represen- 
atives to seek their places in the im- 
posing procession which was to fol- 
ow the remains to the cemetery. 


The number of prominent public 


men in the city was augmented as 
every train arrived and the city num- 
jered among its 
mourning guests 


those who are most prominent in ev- 
ery walk of public life. Among the 
arrivals were Speaker Henderson and 
a number of his colleagues of the 
house of representatives, including 
those who bad served in the house 
with Mr. MeKinley; Justice McKenna 
of the "United States supreme court, 
who was a member of the ways and 
means committee when the McKinley 
bill was drawn; Sereno Payne, pres- 
ent chairman of the ways and means 
committee; the governors of several 
states, together with delegates repre- 
senting states, cities, 
chambers of 


commerce and innumerable civic or- 
ganizations. 


President Roosevelt spent a quiet 


morning at the Harter residence. He 
did not go oat to the crowded street 
where thousands were gathered, hop- 
ing to catch a glimpse of his face, but 
took a walk in the spacious grounds 
of the residence. While at breakfast 
Judge Day joined him half an aonr 
and later Secretaries Root and Hitch- 
cock came in to see him. Many un- 
oSuciai visitors left cards of respect, 
but tbe president saw very few peo- 
ple, preferring to remain in retire- 
ment. Among those who called were a 
half score of 
his old command of 


rough riders, several of them in their 
broad-brimmed sombreros. The pres- 
ident saw them only for a moment.
